But Brother Hearst is crying for MacArthur 
in Europe. 
There is no better administrator in 
American army circles than General Clay who is 
now on the job.

LOS .ANGELES—No state in the union fur­ 
nishes a finer microscopic specimen of a diversi- 
lied state tax prog ram than California. 
It is 
especially interesting in the lig ht of the recent 
>tudie.s made by a sub-committee of the Nebraska 
Leg islative council, climaxed by recommendations 
fur the g uidance of the Unicameral session which 
will g et under way next month. California has a 
sales tax, a state income ta.x, and a g eneral prop­ 
erty tax. 
It may have other levies to bring in 
the enormous amounts of revenue necessary in 
the eyes of Californians for the g uidance of a 
g reat and g rowing state—a state which since 1849 
has marched up the ladder until it is the third 
most populous of the 
48 states in the union. 
Nebraskans have slig ht conception of what 
a sales tax, with California's bumper crop of 
tourists, accomplishes each year. 
For the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1946, the California sales 
tax broug ht in $ 178,693,000—the larg est amount 
collected by any state in the union—$ 70,000,000 
more than Illinois took in, $ 60,000.000 in excess of 
Michig an, a cool $ 100,000,000 more than industrial 
Ohio.

The last available fig ures setting forth the 
yield from a state income tax prog ram in Cali­ 
fornia revealed that the state collected S115,- 
» 94.000 in a 12-month period, exceeded only by 
the income tax levies in New York State.

California makes no pretences that either the 
» ales tax or its state income tax has served the 
purpose of 
a replacement levy to lig hten the 
burden on real estate. 
Nosing around well out 
on th« fring es of a g reat sprawling city, inq uiry 
developed that actually, in the face of enormous 
yield» of revenue, from both the sales tax and the 
income tax, real estate levies here are on the 
upg rade. 
One small business man said that 
a 
year ag o the property tax on his small modest 
home was $ 100, and he will be called upon to pay 
double that amount in the present fiscal year. 
A 
small rental property which he owns will cost 
him exactly twice as much in property taxes, he 
said, as he was called upon to pay a year ag o. 
And then somewhat g rimly he added that when 
the work of preparation of the state budg et g ot 
under way, California’s treasury was so flush that 
it contained more money than had actually been 
allocated for specific purposes. That was his story, 
and he seemed unhappy in the telling of it. He 
did not, however, indicate whether it was a 
state, a local, or both, levy upon real estate, that 
broug ht about such a startling increase.

OAKLAND, Neb. ( JP). (Special). 
Burt county farmers hav e been 
hurry ing the harv est of their corn 
by using corn pickers at night. In 
this way , they took adv antage of 
the night freeze that hardened the 
ground that was usually too mud­ 
dy during the day light hours. By 
m id-w eek about 10 percent of the 
corn had been picked and accord­ 
ing to Bernard LeMaster, ,Burt 
county agent, “ It was just as well 
that corn picking was held up un­ 
til this time.

Insurance com pany checked up 
four y ears ago on the corn on 
its farm s in Boone county , rent­ 
ed on shares. Tenants using con­ 
servation plans averaged $2.04 
m ore per acre—$1.22 for them ­ 
selves and 8 2 cents for the com­ 
pany —than the others. 
Both landow ner and tenant 
profited from conservation farm ­ 
ing. These tenants had a total 
of over $1,600 m ore from just 
the corn to spend in the stores 
than did the others.

A nd each tim e 
erosion cuts the incom e from 
cropland in the N orthern G reat 
Plains 50 cents an acre, there 
are 10 m illion few er $5 loills to 
circulate. If erosion is perm itted 
to continue, the land w ill even- 
tuaUy produce little of value.

These are waming.s. In sec­ 
tions of the U nited States that 
w ere settled earlier than the 
N orthern G reat Plains, towns 
have died because of erosion. 
The surrounding land could no 
longer support them . The peo­ 
ple had to move. They left their 
homes and other investm ents, 
practically valueless. 
C onservation tha t w ill keep 
land good and give farm ers and 
ranchers, towns and cities the 
largest num ber of $5 bills y ear 
in and y ear out can be attained 
in only one w ay . 
T hat is by 
apply ing com plete conservation 
plans, so tha t land is used cor­ 
rectly and given the conserva­ 
tion treatm ent it needs. 'There 
are m any kinds of land; they 
need to be handled differently . 
A blanket prescription—like a 
patient m edicine—or a single 
stop-gap treatm ent w ill not do 
the conservation job. The causes 
of erosion m ust be controlled. 


TH AT IS WHY the farm ers 
and rancher* In the N orthern 
G reat 
Plains 
have 
organized 
m ore than 320 locally -governed 
soil conservation districts. They 
are set up under state law in 
order tha t they can get help 
from any p ^ s on or concern, lo­ 
cal, state or federal agency tha t 
can aid them . 
W ith the help of ioil conser­ 
vation 
service 
technicians 
In 
w orking out and apply ing con­ 
servation plans, the education 
w ork of the ex tension service, 
and pay m ents for some practices 
by the AAA, these farm ers and 
ranchers have progressed well. 
Tow ns and d tfes are helping 
now w ith the tax m oney that 
pay s the technical m en who 
w ork w ith the farm ers. B ut the 
stake is large. T he pay off Is in 
the num ber of $S bills In cir­ 
culation.

AIDS TOW.ARD keeping

house at a comfortable tem pera­ 
ture during cold w eather include 
the elimination of ex cessive air 
space, keeping the hou.se filled to 
capacity , insulation of the house, 
and restricted ventilation. In spite 
of all these practices, the tem pera­ 
ture in the house will u.sually drop 
below freezing a few times during 
the 
winter.

A 
coal, ' wood, oil or electric 
brooder stove may be used in the 
lay ing house 
during

a little heat will not only make 
the birds more cty ji for table but 
will aid in dry ing out tiie hou.se. 
Litter i.s an im portant item in 
w inter manag ement. The purpose 
of litter in the poultry hou.se is 
not only to provide a m aterial for 
the lay ers to scratch in, but also 
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to help keep the floor warm and 
dry and absorb Ih ^ moisture of 
the dropping s. The use of build­ 
up litter is meeting with 
favor 
among poultry men; it simply 
means starting with two or three 
inche.s of litter on the floor at the 
time pullets are housed and add­ 
ing three or four inches of litter 
every three weeks or .so until it 
reaches a depth of 10 or 12 inches. 
If any part of the litter becomes 
damp, it should be cleaned out 
and new litter placed in the area.

THE USE OF BUILT-tT» litter 
is a g reat time saver, since the 
poultry house need not be cleaned 


out but once or twice during the 
y ear and will still be sanitary . 
Keeping the litter from packing or 
becoming moist is the main con­ 
cern that needs to be g iven it dur­ 
ing the lay ing y ear. Frequent stir­ 
ring of the litter, at least once a 
week, oftener If necessary , with a 
pitchfork is a g ood means of keep­ 
ing it dry and loose.
